The  last  and  final  sale  of  wool  at  Y/ellington  for  t&fc  1925-26 

selling  campaign  closed  on  March  29  with  prices  for  the  "best  grades 

ranging  from  70  below  to  50  above  those  of  the  previous  sale.  Quotations 

on  some  lots  of  Merinos  and  Fine  Crossbrcds  '.'/ere  as  high  as  50  a  pound 

above  the  highest  point  of  the  to  rev ions  auction  but  some  lots  of  these 

grades  sold  at  from  20  to  70  a  pound  below  the  lowest  level  of  the 

trocnaivig  salt;.      Fine  crossbreds  sold  from  par  to  30  a  pound  below 

the  eric.. s  *>f  the  previous  sale.     Quotations  cn  most  of  the  other  grades 

remained  about  the  same.    The  wool  offered  was  of  good  quality  and 

competition  throughout  was  keen  and  well  sustained.

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SUMMARY  OE  BRADFORD  WOOL  TRADE  DURING  RECENT  MONTHS 


Prices  of  wool  tops  at  Bradford  for  the  week  ending  November  5 
averaged  940  for  64 '"s  merinos  and  39$  for  40  's  prepared,  and  a  small 
amount  of  "buying  was  dene  at  these  nrices,  according  to  a  cablegram  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley,  quoting  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford. 
Spinners  were  replenishing  their  stocks  of  Australian  wool  at.  r>rices  10 
per  cent  below  those  of  September.    The  demand  for  yarn  and  piece  goods 
is  at  present  disappointing.    Reports  from  Huddersfield  indicate  that 
worsted  fabric  production  is  improving. 

Bradford  wool  industry  caut ious 

The  adverse  effects  of  the  protracted  coal  strike  on  the  Bradford 
wool  industry  have  been  partly  offset  by  export  demand 4  according  to  a 
recent  report  from  Consul  Thompson  at  Bradford.    Buying  by  the  mills  has 
been  characterized  by  caution  in  view  of  the  strengthening  prices  and  high 
manufacturing  costs  following  the  scarcity  of  coal..    Manufacturers  have 
refrained  from  the  purchase  of  large  quantities  of  tops  or  yarns  at  pre- 
vailing prices.    As  a  result,  Bradford  buying  of  imported  wool  in  Septem- 
ber was  confined  to  actual  necessities  rather  than  speculative  enter- 
prises. 

In  July  the  woolen  and  worsted  mills  of  the  Bradford  area  were 
well  employed  with  orders  for  piecegcods  received  prior  to  the  coal  strike 
but  during  August  production  declined  to  such  an  extent  that  a  special 
census  of  local  machinery  repealed  47  r>er  cent  of  the  worsted  and  woolen 
looms  to  be  entirely  id3.e;  13  per  cent  working  only  four  days  per  week3 
and  only  40  per  cent  working  full  time.     Of  those  working  full  time,  some 
13  per  cent  were  temporarily  engaged  in  weaving  artificial  silk  goods. 

Continental ^demand  strengthens 

Substantial  purchases  of  wool,  tops  and  noil  Is  were  made  by  Russia 
in  August,  according        Consul  Thompson.     The  prices  of  raw  wool  at  Aus- 
tralian and  London  wool  sales  were  dictated  by  French  and  German  buyers 
who  were  prepared  to  pay  2  to  4  cents  per  pound  more  than  English  buyers 
for  almost  any  quantity  of  raw  wool.

Although  the  export  demand  during  recent  months  has  "been  showing 
some  improvement,  accoriing  to  Consul  Thompson,  the  total  exports  of  the 
various  classes  of  woolen  manufactures  from  the  United  Kingdom  were  con- 
siderably smaller  during  the  first  nine  months  of  the  present  year  than 
in  1324  or  1925.  The  principal  declines  to  he  noted  were  in  the  exports 
of  wool  tops  and  yarns  to  the  continent,  particularly  Germany,  and  Japan 
and  the  exports  of  woojen  piece  goods  to  the  Orient.

The  exports  of  carded  woolen  yarn  also  show  a  decline  from 
6,329,000  pounds  during  the  first  nine  months  of  1924  to  4.490,000  and 
3,868,000  pounds  respectively  during  corresponding  periods  of  1925  and 
1926. 

The  decline  in  the  experts  of  voolen  piece  goods  has  been  even 
more  serious  than  those  of  tops  and  yarns.
